The 
king and his nobles put on sack- 
cloth and sat in ashes. The people 
repented of tneir sins and God 
spared the wicked city He had 
planned to destroy! Jonah got his 
‘second chance to preach. Nineveh 
repented, got its second chance at 
life: itself. 


Moses, After Forty Years in the 
Desert, Made a New Start to 
Deliver Israel. 


Moses knew what it was to make 
a new beginning in the service of 
the Lord. As a hot-headed man of 
forty, Moses, reared as the son of 
Pharaoh’s daughter, decided to cust 
his lot with his people, the He- 
brews. He killed one Egyptian op- 
pressor and thought to deliver his 
people. (Ex: 2;12). But the time 
was not ripe, the Jews themselves 
turned against him and Moses fled 
to the desert of Midian where he 
spent forty long, disconsolate 
years. And then, wonder of won- 
ders, God spoke to him through the 
burning bush and sent the seasoned 
and ripened Moses to deliver his 
people. Moses made a new start 
and this time succeeded. 

Thank God for the doctrine of a 
second chance! 


Samson, the -Profligate, . Blinded, 
Imprisoned Giant, Had God's 
Spirit Upon Him Again 

Samson, too, knew what it 
meant to make a new start for 
God. Samson’s birth was foretold 
by an angel. (Read Judges, chap- 
ters 13 through 16). He became 
wonderfully filled with the Spirit 
of God to judge Israel. With his 
hands he rent a lion and killed him 
as if he had been a kid, and at one 
time killed thirty men of the Phil- 
istines, and at another time a thou- 
sand fell under the flailing jaw- 
bone of an ass in his hand. He car- 
ried off the city gate of Gaza in 
his strength and nothing could 
withstand him when the Spirit of 
God came upon him. 


But Samson did not always hon- 
or God. He visited a harlot in Gaza. 
Later he loved Delilah and finally 
told her of the secret of his 
strength, of his Nazarite vow and 
his long hair. Delilah cut off his 
hair as he slept with his head in 
her lap, the Spirit of God depart- 
ed from him, and his power was 
gone. The Philistines put out his 
eyes and bound him to turn a mill 
like a donkey, walking round and 
round. 

There poor, sightless, captive 
Samson turned his heart back to 
God. His hair began to grow again. 
And when Samson was brought to 
the house of idols to make sport 
for the Philistine people, he called 


-. on God and said, “O Lord God, 


remember me, I pray thee, and 
strengthen me, I pray thee, only 
this once*O God, that I may be at 
once avenged of the Philistines for 
my two eyes.” (Judges 16:28). God 
was with him, the heathen temple 
fell down when the two center col- 
umns were pulled down, “So the 
dead which he slew at his death 
were more than they which he 
slew in his life’ (Judges 16:30). 
Samson died gloriously with the 
power of God upon him, after he 
had made a new start for God. 


Peter, After Cursing, Denying 
Christ and Quitting the Ministry, 
Made a New Start 


Simon Peter came to the most 
disastrous fall of any man men- 
tioned in the New Testament. Aft- 
er being the chief of the apostles, 
when Jesus was arrested, his cour- 

ge failed him. He cursed and 
swore and denied Jesus publicly 
and then went away and wept bit- 
terly. His heart was broken over 
his cowardice, his shameful sur- 
render to temptation and over the 
ruin of his testimony. Grief filled 
his heart over the way he 
the: beloved Lord Jesus.

Woe is me! ... be- 
cause I am a man of unclean lips 
for mine eyes have seen the Lord 
.’ (Isa. 6:5). Oh, thanks be to 
God.

2. LYING. GOD SAYS THAT

Husbands lie to their Wives, and 
wives lie to their husbands.

7. ADULTERY. Now, what shall 
I say about the Scarlet Sin? The 
other day a sixteen-year-old girl 
was sentenced to die for murder, 
and among other things in her 
testimnoy she said these awful 
words: “I WAS A GIRL OF 
SHAME AT 13.” Think of it! 

I was in a meeting in a city in 
Georgia, and: shortly pefore the 
close of the meeting, I received a 
telephone call from a lady who 
Said: “I must see you before you 
leave town.” 

Her cry was urgent, so I prom- 
ised to go. I took a friend and went 
to her home. She was quite ill and 
had been so for about three years. 
Hers was a pitiful story! She 
said: “My trouble is not physi- 
cal, but mental. It’s in my mind 
and conscience! The doctors can- 
not touch my case.” Then she fur- 
ther told us how, for nine years, 
ste had been the leader of a Wom- 
en’s Organization in her church, 
and at the same time had been 
carrying on an affair with another 
man. While we were talking to- 
gether, a fine fifteen-year-old buy 
came in from school, greeted his 
mother, and then went back into 
the kitchen to get an afternoon 
snack. I thought to myself, ‘‘Son, 
if you only knew the terrible con- 
fession your mother is making to 
this preacher! How would you feel 
about the one whom you think to 
be the purest, sweetest woman on 
earth?” 

After he had gone, she resumed 
her story, telling of. the sickness 
of her husband and her unfaithful- 
ness all those years, which he knew 
uothing about. Then, with tears 
she cried: “Will God forgive ine 
this terrible thing which I have 


dene?” My heart went out to this 
poor woman in her wretchedness, 
and I opened my Bible, and said: 
“You have never committed mur- 
der. Have you?” She replied, “No.” 

Then I said: “David committed 
murder as well as the sin of adul- 
tery. When he came to realize 
what he had done, and acknow- 
ledged his sin to God, He was for- 
given of God.” I then read to her 
Psalm 32:3-5: 

“When I kept silence, my bones 


waxed old through my roaring 
all the day long.

“T acknowledged my sin unto 
thee, and mine iniquity have I 
not hid. I said, I will confess my 
transgressions unto the Lord; and 
thou forgavest the iniquity of my 
sin.”’

urday night. Immediately follow- 
ing the benediction that evening, 
he quickly slipped out of the tent 
before anyone had an opportunity 
to speak to him. On Sunday after- 
noon he returned to the meeting 
and was under deep conviction. 
When a Christian worker ap- 
proached him, he asked to have 
a private word with me. We went 
down in front of the tent together, 
and I shall never forget his con- 
fessions. He said: 

“Preacher, last night is the first 
time I have been in a church serv- 
ice in ten years. It was ten years 
ago that I committed a sin with 
a neighbor’s wife -that made me 
leave my. home town, and since 
that time, I have been moving 
frorn place to place with this ter- 
ribie thing tormenting me day and 
night. Will God forgive me this 
sin which I have done?” 

He was trembling all over! 
There is something very sad about 
a strong man being whipped by 
his conscience ahd the memory of 
some sin he has coinmitted. I asked 
kim if he had ever‘murdered any- 
one! He said No! I then told him 
that .God forgave David of his sin 
of murder and lust when he re- 
pented and confessed it, and that 
He would also forgive him. 

He slipped down on his knees 
into the sawdust and poured out 
his heart to God, accepted Jesus 
as his Saviour, and was-saved! His 
adultery had hounded him for ten 
years! Think of it! Some of you 
have done the same thing, and per- 
haps, you have forgotten your mis- 
deeds, but remember — FORGOT- 
TEN IS NOT FORGIVEN! THEY 
ARE WRITTEN IN GOD’S 
BOOKS FOR FUTURE JUDG- 
MENT! Listen to what God says 
about this in His Word, as found 
in I Corinthians 6:9-10: 

“Know ye not that the unrigh- 
teous. shall not inherit the kingdom 
of God? Be not deceived; neither 
fornicators, nor idolaters, nor adul- 
terers, nor effeminate, nor abusers 
of themselves with mankind, 


“Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor €x- 


-cortioners, shall inherit the king- 


dom of God.” 

God will judge! 

“Marriage is honorable in all, 
and the bed undefiled: but adul- 
terers God will judge” (Heb. 13: 
4). 
I shall never forget preaching 
under a tent in a city in Georgia 
one night. In the course of the 
mcssage 1.menticned the woman 
in the fourth chapter of the Gos- 
pel of John, and told how the Lord 
read her heart and life, télling her 
about her sins, with five differen. 
men in her life previously, and that 
the one with whom she was now 
living was not her husband. 

After the service a woman came 
to me, sobbing and cried: “I am 
worse than she was, for I have 
had mvre men in my life than sle 
had.” 

Oh, how God’s Word had pierced 
her guilty conscience, and thank 
God, she knelt right then and 
there, confessing her sins and was 
forgiven. God says “. . . the fear- 
ful, and unbelieving, and the abom- 
inable, and murderers, and whore- 
raongers, and sorcerers, and ido!'a- 
ters, and all liars, shall have their 
part in the lake which burneth 
with fire and brimstone: which is 
the second death.” (Rev. 21:8). Oh, 
the people who are on their way 
to Helj, living in the terrible Scar- 
let Sin of Adultery! 

8. MURDER —*Thou shalt not 
kill” (Exodus 20:13). Have you 
ever killed any one? In a meeting 
for ladies in Rome, Georgia, forty- 
five ladies came to the altar, knelt, 
repented, and accepted Jesus pub- 
licly. I tried to iead one woman 
to Jesus, but she looked into my 
face and said: “Will God forgive 
me of -murder?”’ 

I knew what she meant! I said 
to her, “If God forgave David of 
murder, He will also forgive you, 
if vou will ask Him to do it.” 

She then bowed her head and 
confessed her sin. and came home 
tc God through Christ’s forgiv-ng 


ood. 

9. SINFUL THOUGHTS -— Even 
if. you think that you have not 
committed any of the terrible sins 
named above, let me ask you this 
question. Have you ever had an 
evil thought? Jesus says: “.  . 
That whosoever looketh on a wom- 
an to lust after her hath commit- 
ted adultery wit: her already in 
his heart” (Mvty. 5:28). 


Have you ever hated anyone ? 


God’s Word says:

“Whosoever »atetn his brother 
is a murderer: 4nd ye know that 
no murderer hath eternal life abid- 
ing in him” (I John 3:15). So, 
the evi: thought is adultery, anc 
the hateful atiitude is murder, in 
ithe sight of ucd. Well, you say, 
“T have sinned, and want to be 
s¢.ed.

saved ?” 


Christ Is the Only Remedy! 


God’s Word tells us that “... 
the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us fr>x al) sin’ (I John 
1:7) 

Again, we read the blessed prom- 
ise in Ephesians 1:7: 

“In whom we have redemption 
through his blood, the forgiveness 
of sins, according to the riches of 
his grace.” Then we have that bles- 
sed truth in Isaiah 53:6: 

*“. . . and the Lord hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all.’’ Do you 
remember the precious hymn:

Trying to 
work too, he was away from home 
much cf the time, and you can 
imagine his agony when, one day 
he came home only to have his 
wife tell him that she no longer 
loved him, but had fallen in love 
with his best boy friend. 


le was shocked and terribly 
grieved, and called in this man 


.and asked if it were true. After 


they had toth said “Yes,” and he 
fully realized that his.wife and 
best friend had betrayed him, had 
been keeping company in his ab- 
sence, his first thoughts were to 
kill them koth. He realized that 
wouid not remedy the situation, 
and so in his bewilderment, he got 
on the first train leaving town, 
and stop,ed off in Atlanta. This 


kroken~-bearted man poured out 
ihe whe!. story to me, and ended 
it by saying: 

“T need God in my life. I need 
someone to pray to.” To my 
amazement, he asked me to let 
him kneel and confess his sins to 
me. Of course, I refused and urged 
him to confess his sins to God. 

No man has any right to confess 
his sins to man. There is no man 
that has any right to receive the 
confessions of sin and to pronounce 
the forgiveness. Only God can do 
that. Of course I refused! I don’t 
know where he is tonight! 


“Tf we confess our sins, HE is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness” (I John 1:9). 
When we confess our sins to God, 
HE FORGIVES OUR SINS. 

You say, SUPPOSE I DON’T 
CONFESS my sins, give them up 
and trust Christ? 

Then, my friend, you will die in 
your sins! Jesus says: “. .. ye 
shall die in. your sins: for if ye 


die in your sins” (John 8:24). God 
tells us in His Word: 

“Hor if we sin wilfully ... there 

remaineth no more sacrifice for 
sins, —

First, those who grieve the Holy 
Spirit away until He leaves them 
alone. 

Second, those who die without 
repentance — those who die in 
their sins! 

JESUS SAID AGAIN: “YE 
SHALL SEEK ME, AND SHALL 
NOT FIND ME: ...” (John 7:34). 
“... YE SHALL DIE IN YOUR 
SINS” (John 8:24). To die in one’s 
sins means to die without repent- 
ance, to die without forgiveness 
from God to die with all your sins 
for which you will have to give an 
account before God, to die without 
Christ, to die unsaved, to die and 
go to Hell! 

What does it mean to “die in 
your sins?” I’ll tell you. 

Not long ago a man was killed 
not so very far from my church. 
It happened as a train crashed in- 
to his automobile and hurled his 
soul into eternity. I was asked to 
conduct his funeral service. Since 
I did not know the man, I won- 
dered why it was that his wife 
kept fainting away during the 
service and had to be given medi- 
cal attention throughout the entire 
service. As I rode with the under- 
taker carrying the body of the man 
to the cemetery, it was all made 
clear to me. This man who had 
been killed was found to have had 
a wife and children in a northern 
state, and he was living with this 
poor soul and her children down 
here, when SUDDENLY DEATH 
RUSHED HIM INTO THE PRES- 
ENVE OF GOD. Two women 
claimed his body! Two families 
claimed him as father. No wonder 
this woman was prostrated with 
grief! This man had died in his 
sins! She had to have medical at- 
tention throughout the funeral 
service, fainting repeatedly! I saw 
her literally cast herself prostrate 
upon that coffin over that open 
grave in her agony! The last 
glimpse I saw of her they were at- 
tempting to drag her away from 
the side of the grave. DEATH 
HAD CAUGHT THEM IN THEIR 
SINS! He died in his sins and was 
in Hell and she knew it! 

Won't you go to God on your 
knees right now with bowed head 
and pray the sinner’s prayer? 

“God be merciful to me, a sin- 
ner,.and save me now for Jesus’ 
sake. Lord Jesus, I do now accept 
You as my Saviour. I believe You 
died for me on the cross, and that 
You took my Hell, my judgment, 
my punishment, and all my sins, 
so God can forgive me now. I do 
now surrender my life to You, in- 
tending to serve You for the rest 
of my days, and when I come to 
die, I believe You will take me 
home to Heaven not because I am 
good, but because You love me and 
died for me.” For, 

“If we confess our sins, he is 
faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness” (I John 1:9). 

My friend, believe you are for- 
given, for God says so, and He 
cannot lie. Then, after you have 
accepted Christ as your Saviour, 
and have been forgiven of all your 
sins, don’t let a day go by without 
having at least one-half hour to 
an hour all alone with God in 
prayer and in the study of His 
precious Word. WILL YOU DO
